WALL PAPER. 


The Annual Exhibition of Designs 
Opens This Week in New York. 








The Year Has Not Been a Very Favorable One for the 
Manufacturers and According to Reports 1907 and 1908 
Are Likely to Be Dull Ones in the Trade. 





Che wall paper manufacturers of the country are arriving in 
New York this week for the annual exhibition of the new de- 
signs for next year. Some forty odd factories will exhibit, 
about thirty being at present in town arranging their samples 
for display. The beginning of next week will see every one in 
evidence who intends to exhibit but who has not arrived as yet. 
This may be fittingly called preparatory week, as not very much 
business will be done until all have arrived, as buyers are always 
anxious to see all the styles before placing orders. 

The Gilsey House, as usual, is the headquarters of most of the 
manufacturers, although quite a number of them are showing 
their samples at the New Grand, Hotel Breslin, Victoria and a 
few at the Manhattan. Some of the local concerns have rooms 
at the hotels in addition to special displays at their salesrooms. 
This exhibition of patterns will continue for several weeks. 

In the annual discussion brought about by these exhibitions 
the fact has been ascertained that all hands have had a fairly 
good year. The factories making the better grades of goods 
have as usual been faring better than those running on the 
cheaper grades. The general situation was somewhat improved 
during the past year and showed considerable progress over the 
previous one. The manufacturers generally are not very en- 
thusiastic over the prospects for next year and it is the concensus 
of opinion among them that it will not be a very bright one 
according to the present outlook. They say the jobbers, are 
pretty well stocked with goods and they only look for nominal 
sales. Overproduction still exists and no feasible plan has been 
suggested yet which would remedy this evil. No one expects a 
very good year and they expect still worse the year following 
with the presidential election on. At this rate they look for a 
steady decrease in business until after the presidential election. 
Prices have not improved any over last year and this is said 
to be due to the heavy competition which necessitates the cutting 
of prices to a figure where there is a very small margin of profit 
in it for the manufacturer. Although the manufacturers have 
at different times talked of again forming some kind of an asso- 
ciation to regulate prices and production, they have thus far 
failed to accomplish the desired end, which, if brought about, 
would no doubt improve the present conditions. In the many 
details which enter into the manufacture of their goods they 
claim they are making rapid progress in the way of needed 
economies of operation and expenditure. , 

This year’s display while it shows nothing startling in the way 





of color or design is, nevertheless, fully up to the standard line 
of samples exhibited in previous years. Among the manufactur- 
ers who are already represented with their respective locations 
are the following: Gilsey House—Geneva Wall Paper Company, 
Wallace Wall Paper Company, The Tex-Ta-Dor-Na Manufac- 
turing Company, Allen-Higgins Company, Baeck.

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LOW WATER AT FULTON, N. Y. 


Production Being Cut Down—The E.-Z.-Opener Bag Company 
to Locate There—W ork on Barge Canal Begun—The “ Old 
Settler” Will Soon Fail to Recognize the City. 

[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Futon, N. Y., August 6, 1906.—Low water is causing much 
anxiety and considerable loss of production among the Fulton 
miils, and the past week has been a trying one. The river has 
failed rapidly and on several days no water was flowing over 
the dams. On one day, the pulp mill at the Oswego Falls Pulp 
and Paper Company’s plant shut down for a few hours, the 
water dropping one foot in twenty minutes in the pond from 





which all the mills on the lower dam draw, and in consequence ' 


Victoria’s No. 2 machine was forced to shut down. The Vol- 
ney Paper Company have its large engine in operation in 
connection with their water wheels to drive their beater line, 
and at the west end of the dam the Fulton Paper Company has 
been able to operate only a part of its pulp grinders. Unless 
marked improvement is noted this coming week, the Water 
Commissioners will appoint an officer to regulate the varioug 
head gates and control the drawing of the water. 

The Victoria Paper Mills Company is engaged in the erec- 
tion of its newest tissue machine, the same being placed in No. 
5 mill north of the present machine. This work will occupy 
the balance of the present month, but the company hopes to 
see it in operation early in September. 

The Volney Paper Company will erect a large warehouse 
for the storage of rags on the line of the N. Y. O. & W. rail- 
road. This warehouse which will approximate 200 feet in 
length by 50 feet wide, will be built of concrete and will be 
partitioned every 50 feet in length by concrete walls to mini- 
mize danger from fire. Construction will be begun at once. 

The E.-Z.-Opener Bag Company of South Bend, Ind., wil! 
begin the construction of a factory in this city some time 
this month. The plant here will be equipped with fifteen bag 
machines, having a daily capacity of one million bags, and will 
consume twelve tons of paper daily. The building will be 
128 feet by 80 feet, built of concrete and steel, and two stories 
in height. The site chosen is directly east of the N. Y. O. & 
W. tracks below Ontario street. A siding will be laid from 
the main lines to the plant, giving service on each side of the 
factory. The power will be furnished wholly by steam, the 
operation of the works requiring steam heat in making paste 
and drying the bags after pasting. The construction of this 
factory at Fulton will give the E.-Z.-Opener Bag Company two 
large plants, its present plant at Taylorville, Ills., being suf- 
ficient to. care for its western and central business, and the 
Fulton factory being intended to supply the east. The fac- 
tory here will employ 60 hands and it is the intention of the 
corporation to increase this and add more machines as the 
requirements of the business demand. E. J. Penfield of South 
Bend, Ind., is now on the ground and will have personal 
charge of the construction work and control of the plant after 
completion. Work will be pushed and if possible, the Fulton 
factory will be turning out paper bags in early November. 

Work on the barge canal contract through this city was 
actively begun this morning, a force of men commencing the 
construction of the coffer dam west of the Dilts Machine 
Works. An era of activity is thus inaugurated through this 
section, as this work is of an immense character that will 
doubtless require upwards of three years for completion. The 
contract through thig city is in the efficient hands of Mosier 
& Somers of Buffalo, N. Y., who style their local branch, the 
“Fulton Contracting Company.” They have opened their of- 


fices on east First street. The work will be watched with great 


interest by the local miil owners, who fully appreciate its im- 
portance to the future of the manufacturing interests along the 
river and who have been in close contact with the Advisory 
Board in Albany during the preparation of the plans and 
awarding of the contracts. The contractors will operate mod- 
ern machinery on the job, a network of narrow gauge rail- 
roads will cover the field of operations, and it is estimated 
that 10,000 carloads of cement, gravel, sand and broken stone 
will enter into the construction, The “old settler” will hardly 
recognize Fulton after this work terminates, and Pathfinder 
would be at a loss to ferret out the channel for his canoe in 
which he was accustomed to shoot the falls in the years of the 
Leatherstocking Tales. 

The Dilts Machine Works are shipping several carloads of 
beating engines this week to the Standard Paper Company of 
Kalamazoo, Michigan.

Imports of Paper Into Santo Domingo.

Referee Decides That Flooded Land Belongs to State,

Watertown, N. Y., August 7, 1906.—Frederick G. Fincke, of 
Utica, referee in the action brought by the State of New York 
against Mrs, Mary L, Fisher and the J. P. Lewis Paper Com- 
pany to determine the title to 2,756 acres of land along Beaver 
river, in the Adirondacks, has decided the case in favor of the 
State. The land involved is that taken by the State some 
years ago, and was partly flooded by the Beaver river reservoir. 
Though Mrs. Fisher received $15,000 from the State, she 
claimed it was, only to permit flooding the lands, and gave no 
title to land or timber. She gave the J. P. Lewis Company the 
privilege of cutting timber, and the company was stopped by 
State officials. The referee holds that Mrs. Fisher has been 
paid in full for the land, and that it belongs to the State. B. 


No More Bonuses for New Industries in Middletown, 0. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

» Dayton, O., August 7, 1906—The Industrial Commission of 

Middletown is no more. At a meeting called the past week 

it was decided to terminate the organization, a court decree 


. having recently been adverse to its continuance. Practically, 


the commission was driven out of business by the court, and 
its members never even “dreamed” that they were acting con- 
trary to the law until a test case was made. This came about 
through a bonus paid to a paper machinery manufacturing 
firm for locating in Middletown. The Commission was formed 
to. aid new industries and others which gave promise of de- 
velopment, or were already fully developed, to pro- 
mote the growth of Middletown and aid has 
been given to several concerns connected with the paper

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LITHO’ STRIKE NOW ON. 


The Members of the Union Over the 
Country Want Eight Hours. 








The National Association of Employing Lithographers and the 
Lithographers International Protective Benefit Association Are 
Now at War Over the Question of a Shorter Work Day. 





The strike of the members of the Lithographers’ International 
Protective and Benefit Association for a forty-eight instead of a 
fifty-three hour week which went into effect Wednesday of last 
week all over the country, developed the fact that the principal 
fight will be centered in New York, where a number of the 
largest firms intend to battle to a finish for the open shop in 
their establishments. 

The trouble was precipitated by the refusal of the National 
Association of Employing Lithographers to accede to the demands 
of the men. The employers wanted to arbitrate, but the officers 
of the union refused on the ground that all agreements with 
the employers had expired some time ago and that they were not 
bound to submit their demands to arbitration. 

In a statement issued by President Stecher, of the Employers’ 
Association, he says: “We made an agreement with all the 
branches of the trade in 1904 which was renewed in 1905. In 
April of this year an agreement was reached between the em- 
ployers and representatives of the union providing for arbitration 
of all difficulties, but it was rejected by a referendum vote of 
the union, and since then we have been without an agreement. 
When the eight-hour demand was made the men were working 
fifty-three hours a week. We hesitated to grant the demand, as 
the shops were crowded with work and the regulations about 
overtime and the reduction of the number of apprentices would 
have left us in bad shape. The Employers’ Association claims to 
represent 90 per cent. of the shops in the United States, but the 
officers of the union say that they do not represent more than 
25, the others having withdrawn their support. This statement 
is also verified by several large manufacturers who granted the 
demands of the men. 

The above statements were officially denied at the offices of the 
Employers’ Association, and it was further stated that not a 
single member had deserted. A few days after the strike was 
declared the board of directors of the Employers’ Association 
held a meeting and the situation was gone over thoroughly. At 
its conclusion Mr. Stecher said the board had unanimously de- 
cided to declare the open shop against the union. The strike 
was more against the board of arbitration than against the asso- 
ciation of employers, he declared, and since the men had refused 
to arbitrate it was time that the employers took radical action. 
A member of this board also said that the employers expect to 
man their shops from the trade schools and from the ranks of 
the non-union men and returning strikers, and in contradiction 
of this statement President Hamilton, of the union, said: ‘When 
the union decided on a fight for the eight-hour workday it had 
calculated all chances, and he was positive that the employers 
could not get men to run their plants and that they would have 
to grant the eight-hour day. The headquarters of the employees 
is at the Bowery and Spring street, New York.” The officers 
there state that the strike has been practically won already. On 
behalf of the president, John A. Hamilton, it was stated that up 
to Monday of this week 75 per cent. of the shops in the country 
had acceded to the demands of the men. ‘In many of the large 
cities like Philadelphia, Boston and throughout the South the de- 
mands were all granted, and individual agreements were con- 
stantly coming in. New York was the stronghold of the Em- 


ployers’ Association, it was pointed out, but even here it was said 
at the headquarters of the Lithographers’ Local, No. 25 Third 
avenue, that a number of the shops were working under the 
eight-hour agreement. There are about 80 shops in New York, 
and it is said that about 39 were affected. In the shops con- 
cerned, the strikers include the printers, transferrers and provers 
and stone grinders. All other employees will be indirectly af- 
fected, as the shops will probably be unable to operate. As far 
as both the Employers’ Association and the Lithographers’ Union 
are concerned, the lithographic strike will drag along for several 
months, 

Each side refuses to grant any concessions to the other or to 
make any advances toward a settlement, and each declares that 
it can continue the struggle indefinitely and that it will if it is 
necessary. Each contesting party claims a victory already, al- 
though none is in sight, 


Litho’ Business Paralyzed in Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, O., August 7, 1906.—The lithographers’ strike has 
somewhat paralyzed the industry in this section of the coun- 
try though a long-drawn continuance of the trouble is not an- 
ticipated. In Dayton, there was no sign of trouble upon the 
receipt of the initial information from New York that the 
officials of Lithographers’ International Protective and Bene- 
fit Association had declared a strike, but the employers stated 
that a strike was an early probability. The demand was for a 
reduction of the working hours from 53 to 48. The Walker Litho- 
graphing Company is the heaviest employer of this class of 
labor in Dayton. Local workmen were informed of condi- 
tions in Cincinnati, where, on orders from the national head- 
quarters, the lithographic pressmen, transferrers and provers 
in ten of the fourteen lithograph plants in Cincinnati and 
vicinity went on a strike, thus throwing out of work from 
three to four hundred men. Several of the largest lithographic 
plants in the country are located there. The Strobridge Litho- 
graphing Company closed down immediately, while the other 
firms are running on forces greatly decreased, but sufficient to 
give a one-third to one-half service. The situation may im- 
prove shortly as this result seems to be expected. M. V. 


Strike Ordered in Montreal for To-day, Thursday. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Montreat, Canada, August 6, 1906.—The Montreal branch of 
the Lithographers’ International Protective and Benefit Associa- 
tion of the United States and Canada has decided to declare a 
strike next Thursday at noon unless their demands for the reduc- 
tion of the hours of labor are conceded. The fight is to be 
made on the eight-hour day. At present 54 hours constitute a 
week’s work. The men are not asking for more wages, although 
they say that the cost of living has advanced very much during 
the past few years. The employers say an eight-hour day will 
not be conceded under any circumstances. The men say the strike 
will include printers, transferers and provers and they claim 
every man at the business in Montreal will walk out next Thurs- 
day if their demands are not granted, L. 





The Situation at Springfield, Mass. 


SprincFieLp, Mass., August 7, 1906—There were no new de- 
velopments in the lithographers’ strike yesterday or last night.

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EXPECT GOOD FALL BUSINESS. 


Although Midsummer Conditions Prevail in Nearly All the Mar- 
kets, Still the Opinion Is Unanimous that a Large Trade 
Will Be Done this Fall. 


The paper market still remains seasonably quiet and there 
is very little stirring in the way of new business to disturb 
the present quietness of this midsummer period. What pa- 
per is moving, is only for immediate needs and as the re- 
quirements of nearly all consuming channels are small at 
this time, the total sales are of very small proportions. With 
no improvement in the demand, it naturally follows that 
prices remain unchanged. Very little change is looked for 
until the fall demand starts.in...The prevailing low prices 
therefore cause no uneasiness among the paper men as they 
are looked upon as only a temporary condition. The unsatis- 
factory state of business generally during this month is re- 
flected in the demand for paper. That this is probably the dull- 
est time of the year is quite evident because of the fact that 
so many of the paper men are now taking their vacations. 
Some mills are reported as showing more activity lately, 
but this is probably due to the placing of advance orders for 
early fall delivery. The trade does not look for much improve- 
ment until after the middle of this month. By September 1 
some activity in business should be noticed. Until that time 
very little change in the market can be expected. In the 
meantime buying will be confined to the pressing needs of the 
consumers. As the stocks in the hands of the jobbers all 
over the country are comparatively limited, a stiffening in 
prices is expected after the first of the month when the rush 
of fall orders sets in. As the market stands at present, quo- 
tations on practically all grades with the exception of the 
standard high class papers are at their lowest level. With 
prices in this condition it signifies that business is very 
light and low prices generally indicate that sales are being 
forced. The market is always unsettled under such conditions. 


Holyoke Has Been “Dry” and Dull This Week.

The past week has been a very quiet one for the mills in 
this city as the water has been drawn from the canals a part 
of the week and in consequence the mills were closed.

The Whiting Paper Company has a good number of orders 
on hand and the August business of the company promises 
good. The trade of the mills has been good during the entire 
season and more business has been handled this year than in 
the history of the company. 

The Chemical Paper Company has a good grist of orders 
on hand, which will be filled as fast as possible. All of the 
machines are busy and trade is brisk with this company. 


The mills at South Hadley Falls have reported satisfactory 
conditions existing there. 

The Berkshire County mills have a good number of orders 
on hand but a few of them are down for repairs—especially 
those at Dalton. 

The manufacturers in general throughout this part of the 
State have had a satisfactory week and July, just closed, has 
been most prosperous for a summer month. Trade has not 
been pressing by any means for the busy seasons, but for this 
period of the year it has been quite good.

Boston Trade Cheerful Despite the Hot Wave.

Reports from city jobbers concerning business still con- 
tinue of a cheerful nature as the movement of paper is even 
better than dealers had reason to expect for this season of 
the year. In comparison with trade of earlier months in the 
year business at present is of course considerably less, but 
there is demand enough to prevent what is, at times, called 
“dulness.” Even if business was more quiet dealers would 
not make serious complaint, as a quiet spell would be more 
in keeping with the vacation season and permit of more fre- 
quent absences of workers from their desk duties. As in 
every city paper jobbing house the force is short handed, 
so that those on duty are called upon occasionally to put in 
a strenuous day to get orders off. The manufacturing branch 
of the trade throughout New England, judged from the reports 
of the mill representatives is in fair condition with the ex- 
ception of tissues. That line of paper is a “little off” in price 
and demand and so production has been curtailed and a num- 
ber of machines are still closed down. The box board trade 
is experiencing a dull spell just at present as is only natural.

The employers assert that the action 
of the men was unfair and unjust in seizing upon such a busy 
time of the year to strike, while the men feel that they gave 
ample warning through headquarters, and that they have been 
perfectly fair and square.

pecision Affecting Land Purchased at State Tax Sales. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., August 7, 1906.—A decision rendered by 
Hon. A. Parker of Potsdam, as referee in the suit brought by 
the Saranac Land and Timber Company against the State of 
New York is of interest to all who have purchased lands at 
State tax sales. In the early 70’s Christopher F. Norton owned 
11,000 acres of land in which were the Lower and Middle 
Saranac Lakes. Norton became insolvent and taxes accumu- 
lated until at a tax sale in 1877 the land was sold and bid in 
by the State Norton’s interest to the land was sold at 
sheriff's sale, and in 1894 the title became vested in the 
Saranac Land and {Yimber Company. When the State at- 
tempted to take possession the company brought suit in both 
the State and federal courts to test the validity of the tax 
sales. In United States Court Judge Coxe decided in favor 
of the State and this judgment was affirmed by the Supreme 


Court of the United States. The suit in the State courts was 
then carried on, the contention of the plaintiffs being that the 
law of 1885 limiting the time in which lands sold at tax sale 
could be redeemed did not become operative until the State 
took possession of the tract in question in 1894. The referee 
sustains this contention and gives judgment to the land com- 
pany. 

The land which is now likely to go to those who purchased 
the Norton title in 1894 is a well wooded and valuable tract 
desirable for cottage and camp purposes, as well as for lum- 
bering. While the decision in this case is against the State, 
it is not likely to upset the State’s tite to other lands. The 
State Comptroller in 1894 formally took possession of all lands 
in the Forest preserve claimed by the State. No other actions 
to recover lands were brought within the time required by 
law, consequently the State’s title to all land so acquired can 
not now be successfully attacked. B. 


New Power Company for Miami Valley. 


{FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 
Dayton, O., August 7, 1906.—A power development scheme of 


.considerable magnitude is under way in this valley, and before 


the winter season comes, it is probable that it will be realized. 
The Little Miami Light, Heat and Power Company, with a nom- 
inal capitalization of $10,000, is the name of the newly incorpo- 
rated concern, but before plans are fully developed it is ex- 
pected that a million or more will be expended. The genius 
behind the project is none other than John W. Hill, the engi- 
neering expert who for many years was connected with the mu- 
nicipal department of Philadelphia, but who left that city recently 
after vindicating his name when an attempt was made to mix 
him in the municipal scandals recently exposed there. 

The Little Miami river is recognized as one of the swiftest 
streams in this part of the country, and the plan, succinctly 
stated, seems to be as follows: 

The Little Miami: at its junction with the Ohio is 425 feet 
above sea level, while at Morrow, only 31 miles away, the river 
is 630 feet above the level of the sea, thus showing its fall to be 
approximately 250 feet within 31 miles. By building dams, 14 in 
number, two or three miles apart, a water fall of from 10 to 12 
feet can easily be secured for each dam, and this will give suffi- 
cient power, according to the report of the engineers. Power 
houses will be erected at each dam supplied with a supplemental 
steam engine in case of emergency. When the plants are com- 
pleted, light, heat and power can be supplied to a large number 
of thriving towns and mill centers. 

Engineer Hill claims that the damming of the river will give 
absolute security against any large floods which have been so 
common along the Miami. These floods can be obviated by open- 
ing the gates at the dams in successive order. Capitalists are 
reported to be taking an interest in the project which may as- 
sume large proportions. Years ago there were mills of all kinds 
along the Little Miami, but they were gradually dismantled. The 
natural power facilities were more appreciated in “ye olden days,” 
it seems, but the resources of the mighty Little Miami are des- 
tined to again be recognized. M. V.

The Neenah and Menasha Power Company Last Week Cut 
Down the Flow of Water Fifty Per Cent—Paper 
Mills Affected. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLeTon, Wis., August 6, 1906.—The Neenah and Menasha 
Water Power Company found it necessary last week to reduce 
the use of water to fifty per cent. of the normal flow. There has 
been less rain than usual for six weeks past and the level of the 
lake has been going down rather rapidly. Unless there should 
be more rain than is expected the mills will have to operate on 
reduced water for the rest of the season until the fall freshet. 
The paper mills can get along very well on fifty per cent. of 
water, as most of the mills run their paper machines by steam 
power anyway. The grinding of pulp has been suspended, except 
at favorable points where the power is unusually good.

Work on Miami and Erie. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 4 

Dayton, O., August 7, 1906.—It appeared for a time that much 
of the canal improvement work in the Miami valley and near 
Dayton would be delayed indefinitely for lack of funds to pay 
the bills accruing when due, for which reason the paper men and 
other manufacturers were deeply disappointed. 

Many have awaited the opinion of Attorney-General Ellis, 
which was forthcoming this week, and it was of a favorable 
nature. By his decision the Board of Public Works will be per- 
mitted to rebuild the dam near Middletown and make other im- 
provements if arrangements can be made with the contractors to 
wait for their money until next year, the legislative action mak- 
ing it necessary for the expenditures to be delayed until that time. 
Of course it will be possible to make such an arrangement. 

Contracts have just been let for the reconstruction of 21 locks 
on the Ohio and Erie canal at Akron. The lowest bidder did 
not get the bids, an Akron contractor having made six of the 
lowest bids. Investigation disclosed that he would probably be 
unable tocmake preparations for the work in time} and after con- 
sulting the Attorney-General it was decided to award the con- 
tracts to other firms, mainly, giving the contractor in question 
one-third of the work. By this means the State loses more than 
$6,000 on the contract price but probably saves money in the 
long run. The total contracts exceeded $60,000. In addition to 
the lock contracts, lumbermen received orders for 120,000 feet of 
lumber at $29 per thousand feet. M. V. 


**Made in Ireland” the Sine Qua Non. 

At a recent meeting of the Dublin. Industrial Development As- 
sociation a deputation attended from the Paper Bag Makers’ and 
Printers’ Association of Ireland urging the necessity of sup- 
porting Irish made goods, and recommending Irish manufactur- 
ers to use their trademarks, and on paper the mill numbers as 
an identifying mark of Irish manufacture. They also advocated 
as much as possible advertisement of these goods, by printing on 
bags, etc., “Irish Make,” or “Printed on Trish Paper,” or such 
marks as would lead the public to easily identify them as being 
manufactured in Ireland. If this were done, an additional stim- 
ulus would be given to trade in the country, the benefits of 
which all would share. 


Arsenic in Paper. 

The methods to be, employed for detecting and estimating 
small quantities of arsenic contained in certain manufactured ar- 
ticles, came before the International Congress of Applied Chem- 
istry at Rome. Certain countries, it appears, impose restrictions 
on the import of goods when containing even small quantities 


of arsenic, and it is, therefore, of interest to note the results of 
tests made and brought before the International Committee on 
Analyses by Dr. F. E. Thorpe, C.B., of the London Government 
Laboratories. The tests for arsenic were made by an electro- 
lytic method devised and developed by Dr. Thorpe, and used in 
his laboratory. The deposit of arsenic obtained was compared 
with that produced by arsenic free filter paper, to which small 
amounts of arsenic were added. The amount of arsenic found. 
in different papers, reckoned as milligrams of arsenious oxide 
per gram of material, were as follows:

Banoor, Me., August 7, 1906~——The paper box factory of 
Charles D. Pressey, in this city, has been purchased by Frank 
H. Drummond, whose son, Henry Drummond, formerly an elec- 
trical engineer in Schenectady, N. Y., will manage the plant. 


Sulphur in Japan. 

Consul-General H. B. Miller, writing from Yokohama concern- 
ing sulphur in Japan, says: 

‘Sulphur is not found combined with other ores but is found 
in the vicinity of voleanoes, and as a rule is more or less mixed 
up with clay and earthy matter. It is extracted and separated 
from the earthy matter by being heated in retorts; when the 
sulphur rises to the top of the retort it is run off; it is then 
about 98 per cent. pure. Sulphur is used in Japan in the manu- 
facture of sulphuric acid, also for matches, the quantity that is 
used annually being about 4,000 tons. About 22,000 tons are 
mined annually, of which 18,000 tons are exported—about 12,000 
to 15,000 tons to the United States, and the remainder to Aus- 
tralia, Hawaii and British Columbia. 

The names of the principal mine owners and exporters in 
Japan can be obtained from the Bureau of Manufactures. 


' Paper Tires for Automobiles. 

Materials innumerable have been suggested as substitutes for 
rubber in the. manufacture of tires for automobiles, but it has 
remained for an American inventor to bring out a paper tire. 
This he claims to be possessed of remarkable “life,” durability 
and strength. : 

A special quality of mill-board is used, and he asserts that the 
paper tire is specially suited for heavy vehicles by reason of its 
durability, and is not so prone to skid on a muddy surface as 
rubber.

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A NEW WAY TO PLANT TREES. 


Why Forest Planting in Sections of Every State Would Prove 
More Profitable Than Agriculture. 


Mr. Hudson, of the Agricultural High School of Scotland, 
has delivered an interesting lecture on forestry. The propor- 
tion of woodland in various countries varies greatly. While 
in Great Britain only 4 per cent. of the surface area is covered 
with forests—the empire of Russia possesses 60 per cent. 
Great Britain has millions of acres of uncultivated soil, of 
which the greater part should be planted with trees. This 
present method has proved an expensive one and the German 
planting system is preferable. 

Mr. Lewis, the presiding officer of the meeting, one of the 
most prominent wood dealers, explained his experience in 
England, Sweden and Canada. Many of the forests cleared 
by him in Scotland were only 50 years old, yet they paid on 
an average 50 pounds sterling per acre, After 25 years the 
owner of such a ofrest can derive a yearly income by partly 
clearing or thinning the forest and after 50 years that land 
may be cleared entirely. He stated that Germany possesses* 
the most improved forestry system in the world. 

Spruce being especially preferable for papermaking has 
considerably advanced in price and this tendency seems to be 
unabating. ; 

The Swedish government has of late introduced a new and 
economical system for the replanting of forestry which is per- 
formed in the following way: 

Small boys marching in lines 4o inches apart, dig small holes 
with a hand spade, and drop a few seed kernels into the 
This Swedish and German process has proved ptac- 


same. 
tical. 
The speaker stated he cleared extensive stretches 
of wood land in Canada during last five years, 
and that the accessible forestry districts are already 


greatly reduced. In 15 to 25 years the woodlands in the 
United States, he said, will be nearly exhausted. 

In his opinion prices of wood will be considerably higher 
owing to increasing demand and diminishing means of supply. 
Large tracts in every State could derive a larger income from 
forest culture than from agricultural products, but since many 
land owners could not afford to wait 20 years for an income, 
therefor the State should assist them in some way. Increas- 
ing forestry would supply labor t6’a numerous population 
tending to keep the latter out of the great cities. 


A Little Ancient Paper History from Ohio. 

Dayton, O., August 7, 1906—That ancient chronicler, 
Robert Stubbs, “Philom,” who edited Browne’s Cincinnati 
Almanac 95 yeafs ago and more, was a great traveler through 
Ohio. In the almanac of 1806 he speaks of the first paper 
mill, which was located on Little Beaver Creek near Fawcetts- 
town. His narrative reads thus: 

“About two miles from the mouth of the creek is a paper 
mill, built of stone and admirably calculated to perform a’ 
good deal of business. The paper made at this mill is equal, 
if not superior, to any made this side of the mountains, and 
there is every reason to suppose from the attention paid to the 
manufacture that a large stroke of business will be satisfactor- 
ily carried on. How strange to say that although there are 
not less than 10 or 12 printing presses in the State of Ohio, 
yet this only paper mill in the State is situated within one mile 
of its eastern boundary. There does not appear a better or 
more sure and lucrative speculation than what might be de- 
rived from a well-conducted paper mill, and it is sincerely to 
be wished that some adventurous gentlemen would permit 
their attention to be directed to that object.” 


> 


An interesting addition I can make to this statement of the 
Almanac editor, Mr. Robert Stubbs, “Lover of Learning,” is 
in the fact that this original paper mill was built in 1805-6, by 
John Beaver and John Coulter, its proprietors, and called 
“The Ohio Paper Mill.” The reader will understand, of 
course, that all paper was made by hand in those times and 
almost entirely of linen rags, the most enduring of all ma- 
terials for that upon which to produce the “art preservative.” 
This was in Columbiana county. Mr. Stubbs made this jour- 
ney on horseback, and wrote his journal in 1809. Very soon 
following his return and publication there was a paper enter- 
prise stated in this county by Christian Waldsmith (or 
Waldersmith), who erected a mill on the Little Miami river. 
When it was opened for’ work I cannot say, but it was in 
operation as early as 1814. Clean linen and cotton rags then 
commanded four cenf$ per pound. John Cross was the Cin- 
cinnati agent for this mill. Another mill of this kind, on the 
Great Miami, followed within five years 

In the Almanac of 1810, “from the press of John W. Brown 
& Co,,” I find the following reference to the city of Cleveland 
and the country known even at the present time as “The West- 
ern Reserve.” 

Having crossed the State line on August 1, 1809, I entered 
that part of the State of Ohio denominated the Connecticut 
Western Reserve, about 12 or 14 miles north of the southeast 
corner of it. This reserve is explained as follows: When 
the different States under the confederation ceded their ter- 
ritorial land northwest of the Ohio and the State of Pennsyl- 
vania to the United States, the State of Virginia ceded to 
Congress all her claims to those lands, reserving so much be. 
tween the Scioto and Little Miami. rivers as would satisfy 
their military land warrants on the continental establishment, 
and the State of Connecticut also ceded all her claims to the 
same land, reserving only that tract of land now a part of the 
State of Ohio, which lies north of the line between 4o and 41 
degrees rrorth. 





Paper Is Patient. 


In report of the royal testing office near Berlin, the renowned 
Professor Herzberg vindicates his views on unjustifiable fault- 
finding with supposed qualities of paper in the following humor- 
ous manner, that could not fail to exert a consoling influence on 
the soul of every paper maker: 

The author illustrates in a few lines that all taults and defi- 
ciencies occurring in merchandise or anywhere, are being un- 
loaded with positive seriousness on paper “wherever there is the 
slightest reason” to apprehend a contact with that good-natured 
article, 

The changing of color in dyed cotton is merely attributable to 
the unfortunate paper wrapper. When somebody cannot perform 
good writing with a poor grade of ink the first thing to regard 
with profound suspicion is the writing paper. 

In case of the performance of imperfect printing the reasoning 
‘Ws excluded that the complaining printer himself, or the ink or 
other matter, perhaps the press, is the dunce. 

Steel or silver wares wrapped in paper are sometimes rusting 

. or corroding, not at all owing to atmospheric influences, oh no! 
only because of that paper. 

Blotting paper expected to gobble ink like a hippopotamus is 
considered of no account, because it is satiated too soon, and 
not at all owing to the presence of certain matter in the ink 
tending to cause a clogging of the pores. 

Briefly speaking, with the professor, “Paper is the cause of 
all evil.” 

The article of Professor Herzberg, who is the acknowledged 
greatest authority on testing and qualities of paper, should be 
presented with compliments to every constimer of paper.

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RESEARCHES IN CELLULOSE. 


The Growth, Chemical Consiintents nd Genpttion Possibilities of 
Cellulose—In Their New Book, Cross & Bevan Outline the 
Progress Made in Its Study from 1900 to 1905. 


(Written for the Paper Trape JournaAL by Albert Komp.) 

Below are presented some interesting abstracts of papers of 
several authorities who have been investigating the nature of 
cellulose, ‘disclosing some of the secrets of its possible transfor- 
mation into a variety of economical values. 

A few rays of light on the formerly considered »mysterious 
growth and development of the plant cells from their starting 
life by the imbibition of ‘water from the earth through their root 
hairs into a growing plant structure, that is nourished by inhal- 
ing carbonic acid from the air, resulting in the final structure 
of cellulose as wood fibre, should be of interest to the most prac- 
tical papermaker, who should not object to obtain some idea of 
the intricate nature of the subject of cellulose and of the im- 
portant role which the same is destined to play in the near future. 

According to the generally approved hypothesis of the cele- 
brated chemist Professor Bayer, of Munich, the process of the 
formation of formaldehyde (HCOH) is caused in the plant 
growth by the influence of carbonic acid (CO:) in the air and 
by water (H:O), its further development originates carbureted 
hydrogen gas (CH,), acetic acid (C:H,O.), alcohol (C:H.O), 
lactic acid (C;HeO;) and later on during further chemical changes 
—cellulose. 

The cellulose belongs to the group of carbohydrates. These 
carbohydrates consist of combinations of the elements carbon 
(C), hydrogen (H) and oxygen (QO), and they are particularly 
remarkable because their combination always represents twice as 
many atoms of hydrogen as atoms of oxygen. 

The molecular weight of cellulose is not known. The claims 
in that respect of the most distinguished chemists are contra- 
dictory. Ort deems it probable that there exists a perfect anal- 
ogy between cellulose acetates and cellulose nitrates (technically 
known as gun and collodium cotton). 

According to Ort acetic acid as well as nitric faci derivates 
of the cellulese are not derived from the unchanged cellulose 
but from a high molecular cellulose that would indicate several 
celulose molecules containing chemically combined water or hy- 
drated cellulose. 

The sulphite manufacturing process is still wrapped in an al- 
most impenetrable state of darkness. A number of organic com- 
binations have been discovered in the appearance of a mysterious 
lignin sulfon acid found in the sulphite off-lyes, containing spe- 
cies of sugar. The action of this appearance was referred to 
in THe Paper Trape Journat of August 2, with regard to its 
objectionable action in the effluents resulting in the formation of 
fungoid growth. 

Interesting contributions on the growth and chemical develop- 
ment of cellulose have been made by Dr. A. Klein to the Society 
of Cellulose and Paper Chemists of Berlin, who states substan- 
tially: The most important chemical process in the plant cell is 
the assimilation of the inhaled carbonic acid. This takes place 
in determined color bearers, and in the higher developed plants, 
‘exclusively in the green colored chlorophyll parts. Only these 
colored plasma bodies are capable, under sufficiently strong influ- 
ences of light, to disintegrate carbonic acid and water, resulting 
in the increased strength of carbonic combinations. 

The plants possess regular breathing organs whereby air is 
carried into the so-called breathing spaces—a large intercellular 
room in the leaf, surroutided by cells containing chlorophyll, The 
air inhaled by the leaves contains a small percentage of CO; 


”“ (carbolic acid), about 4:10,000, yet the amount of starch created 


by this metamorphosis is not inconsiderable, the same amounting 
to about 25 grams per square meter of leaf surface during the 


15 hours of a summer day. This transformation was first dis- 
covered by Ingen-Houss in 1779, and his communication has been 
constated by Th. de Saussure in 1804. Besides the requirement of 
carbonic acid and certain anorganic nourishing salts, the forma- 
tion of the plant structure requires the contribution of water. 
The latter is admitted from the ground through the roots by 
means of the root hairs. The discharge of imbibed but not re- 
quired water in plants takes place through the leaves in the 
form of vapor, and this evaporation is regulated by the action 
of split openings in the plant crust. The motion of the water 
in the stem of the plant does not consume an unimportant 
amount of power, for it must be raised in high trees up to 300 
to 350 feet. The moving powers are so far unknown. 

Regarding the passage in the plants through which the water 
rises it has been concluded that the same rises in leaf or in 
needlewood plants in the stem through the body of wood, an 
observation already made by Hales in 1727, while in plants 
not possessing a real wood body—such as the palms, the water 
rises through the vascular cell bundles. 

There are two different views regarding the way in which 
water travels in wood. According to Hartig the water as- 
acends through hollow spaces in the wood, being carried from 
one hollow cell to another; according to the second theory— 
the theory of imbibition by Sachs, the water moves in the walls 
of the wood cells. According to the latter, wood should be 
considered as a frame work of cellstuff plates for the pur- 
pose of conducting water. 

The following transformations originating during the forma- 
tion of carbonhydrates (starch and cellstuff) from carbonic 
acid and water in the plant may be accepted as being highly 
probable. 

Carbonic acid and water under the influence of quiet electric 
discharges produce carbon oxyde and some formic acid. Owing 
to this process oxygen is liberated by an oxygen consuming 
body f. i. by chlorophyll, and the creation takes place of for- 
maldehyde ,according to the equation CO+ H:=HCOH. 
Besides a large percentage of formic acid is produced accord- 
ing to the equation CO + H:O = HCOOH from formaldehyde 
and water vapor the reproduction of CO-+H: takes place, 
besides the formation of methan HCOH + 2H. = CH,+ H.0O. 
Methan and water are then producing acetic acid from which 
by further reduction aethyl alcohol is formed. Alcohol is a 
known reduction of sugar, but it has proven possible by Loeb 
to produce a kind of sugar (Hexose) by quiet discharges 
through a mixture of C:H;OH +H:+ CO. 

The reduction of sugar into CO:+HO, as discovered in the 
laboratory is expressed in the following scheme: 

C.HwOs grape sugar. 
2CH:.CH.OH — COOH lactic acid. 
2CH;CH:.OH + 2CO, ethyl alcohol. 

+ 20. 2CH;.COOH + 2H:0 acetic acid. 
2CH, + 2CO. methan. 
+ 20:2H.COH + 2H:0 formaldehyde. 
+-20,2H:0 + 2CO, carbonic acid and water. 


In a similar manner, but in the exactly reversed order, the 
formation of the plant growth takes place in all probability. The 
final result of these processes is sugar, and the same is chem- 
ically and closely related to starch and cellulose, and of the 
said stgar te, by polymarization or by intramolecular 
changes—starch and cellulose. The foregoing descriptions of 
chemical processes may contain many symbols that are not read- 
ily understood by the student of the paper industry, but students 
as well as scientists have to be content with the obdurate dispo- 
sition of nature objecting to the rule of mankind so that the 
comprehension of only a part of the secrets of nature must be 
acquired by persistent efforts, step by step. “Conduct my steps 
to find the fatal tree in this deep forest,” so prays Dryden.

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SHARING PROFITS FROM FOREST RESERVES. 


Ten Per Cent. of Gross Receipts Alloted by Law to Offset 
Loss in Taxes—Nearly $70,000 This Year. 





Within the last two years the area set aside for forest-re- 
serve purposes has increased, from less than 50,000,000 to more 
than 100,000,000 acres. Such a change caused great consterna- 
tion among those who were not familiar with the objects to 
be attained by forest reserves. All the enemies of the National 
forest policy made ammunition of it, and many of its more 
timid friends began to fear that the movement was going too 
far. Most of the arguments of doubters, however, could easily 
be refuted. 

There were two objections that could not be disposed of so 
readily—first, that this vast area, as large as all the New Eng- 
land and Middle States with Maryland and Virginia were 
thrown in, took away from opportunity for agricultural settle- 
ment and home building many tracts of land scattered here 
and there along the creeks and valleys within the forest re- 
serves. The Forester felt the propriety of this criticism keenly 
and studied carefully the boundaries of each reserve to elim- 
inate as much agricultural land as possible. Finding that 
many small tracts remained, he submitted to the Secretary 
of Agriculture the “Agricultural Settlement Bill,” which the 
latter recommended to Congress and which finally seceived 
the President’s signature June 11, 1906. 

Although under this law all land actually usable for home 
building will be brought within the reach of the people, there 
was another strong objection to the reserves, namely, that 
counties in which reserves lie have much, in some instances 
more than half, of their area withdrawn from the possibility 
of private ownership amd taxation. The. Forest ‘Servic® was 
not unmindful of the umfairness-of this condition and submitted 
a bill to grant 10 per cent. of the total receipts from forest-re- 
serves to the cOunties in which they are situated. This pro- 
posed law was finally incorporated in the forest-reserve pro- 


visions of the agricultural appropriation act of June 30, 1906. 
The clause reads as follows: 
“That ten per centum of all money received from each 


forest reserve during any fiscal year, including the year end- 
ing June thirtieth, nineteen hundred and six, shall be paid 
at the end thereof by the Secretary of the Treasury to the 
State or Territory in which said reserves is situated, to be ex- 
pended as the State or Territorial legislature may prescribe 
for the benefit of the public schools and public roads of the 
county or counties in which the forest reserve is siuated: Pro- 
vided, That when any forest reserve is in more than one 
State or Territory or county the distributive share to each 
from the proceeds of said reserve shall be proportional to 
its area therein: And provided further, That there shall not be 
paid to any State or Territory for any county an amount equal 
to more than forty per centum of the total income of such 
county from all other sources.” 

The proceeds from forest reserves in the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1904, were $58,436.19. During the next fiscal year 
the receipts were $73,276.15. The transfer of the forest re- 
serves to the Forest Service was made February 1 of that year, 
and during the five months remaining the Forest Service was 
busy reorganizing the plans for forest-reserve administration. 
The result is notable. During the year ended June 30 last 
the receipts were $767,219.96, which was more than a tenfold 
increase over the preyious year. 

The full measure of the importance of this 10 per cent. 
provision can not, however, be taken from the figures of 
this year. The receipts from the reserves will probably in- 
crease with great strides for years to come, and the con- 





tribution to the counties is destined to make up richly for the 
loss of taxation. 

The 10 per cent. contributed to the counties is safe- 
guarded in the act by a provision that it must be spent en- 
tirely for the maintenance of schools and public roads. Tie 
State legislatures are allowed to direct the expenditure. An- 
other safeguard is that the contributions from forest-reserve 
receipts must not in any case be greater than 4o per cent. of 
the taxes received from other sources. 

The governors of all the States and Territories in which 
forest reserves are situated have been informed by letter con- 
cerning the amount which will come to each State at the 
present time from the forest-reserve proceeds of the last fiscal 
year. These letters say: 

“* * * The payment of the 10 per centum thus provided 
will be made by the Secretary of the Treasury, who will 
determine the exact distributive share of (name of State). 
Pending this determination the following reports from the 
records of the Forest Service will show you the gross re- 
ceipts from the forest reserves in your State during the fiscal 
year just closed and the approximate (but perhaps not the 
exact) amount which you will receive under the terms of the 
act just quoted. * * * 

“It is with very great pleasure that I am able to notify you 
of this beginning of the direct contribution of the forest re- 
serves to the counties in which they lie. * * * The pro- 
ceeds from the reserves are likely to increase rapidly, so that 
this contribution, although it may not yet have reached an im- 
portant figure, will ultimately pay a very considerable propor- 
tion of the expenses of the counties which are fortunate 
enough to have forest reserves within their boun- 
aa, * * ™

year is given below:

In this issue we print a complete tabulation of the imports and 
exports of paper, etc, for the month of June and the twelve 
months ended June 30, 1906. The returns for the corresponding 
periods of last year are also given so that comparisons may be 
made more readily. The complete results are proof positive of 
the substantial progress that is being made each succeeding year 
in our foreign trade. In the twelve months ended June 30, 1905, 
we imported paper to the value of $5,623,638, and in the twelve 
months ended June 30, 1906, to the value of $6,998,761, an in- 
crease of $1,375,123. In the twelve months ended June 30, 1905, 
we exported paper to the value of $8,238,088, and in the twelve 
months ended June 30, 1906, to the value of $9,536,065, a gain 
of $1,297,077. In other words, while we imported paper in the 
twelve months period to the value of $6,998,761, we exported it 
to the value of $0,536,065, a gain in our foreign paper account 
for the twelve months of $2,537,304, whereas comparing the 
same periods in 1904 and 1905 the gain in our foreign paper ac- 
count on June 30, 1905, was $2,614,450. This shows a decrease 
of $77,146 for the twelve months ended June 30, 1906, over the 
corresponding twelve months ended June 30, 1905.

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BREAKS AND THEIR REMEDIES. 


Among the Troubles Dealt With In This Article Are, Rotation 


Print, Tearing and Forming Folds, Forming of Drops, Stick- 
ing on Presses, Stoppage and Leakage of Suction Boxes. 


(Continued from the Paper Trape JourNnAL of June 28, 1906.) 

Rotation Print.—“Frequent tearing of the web caused search- 
ing for the reason, and | found the edges of the web to be 
drier than the rest, showing short cracks, causing breaks before 
and especially during winding; another time I found that owing 
to wrong position of a thread wound around the upper press 
roll in order to prevent sticking, the edge of the sheet would 
bend and turn over on the second press, causing a break. The 
remedy was found in regulating and regrinding the lower rub- 
ber holl. 

Tearing and Forming Folds—“The passing of the web from 
the first press to the dryers was facilitated by placing the small 
inlet roll on a bent strip of sheet steel, thereby causing a yield- 
ing action during the tension of the web. This steel sheet spring 
arrangement -for preventing folds is more practicable than tlte 
use of spiral springs operating in guides in one direction only, 
as the sheet springs are made to yield in every direction. 

Silk Paper—“‘On Fourdrinier or flat wires the fibres are not 
moving in the same lengthwise direction as on cylinders, conse- 
quently papers made in the latter way are best adapted in the 
textile igdustry for threads, cords or twine. 

Forming of Drops.—*The installation of exhausters for pre- 
venting vapors and the gathering of drops is not sufficient—it is 
also necessary to warm the inlet of fresh air; vapors should 
never be observable. In case there are no other remedies it is 
best to place steam pipes above the machine and dryers. 

Multi-Cylinder Machines—‘By comparison of the output of 
an old paper machine with weak, wet presses, with 4 modern ma- 
chine with strong press rolls, it has been proven that the prin- 
cipal cause of sticking of the paper was produced by uneven 
pressure on the ends and centers of the weaker lower rolls not- 
withstanding their rubber covering. 

“The upper wet presses require a large diameter, the lower 
ones, though smaller, must possess sufficient strength for re- 
sisting any tendency to bend; also the journals must be strong 
enough to remain in line during heavy pressure. The weights of 
the upper press roll alone should be sufficient to produce the 
requisite pressure in most cases, thereby facilitating the quiet 
and natural run of the machine. 

Sticking to Presses (Deckle Straps).—“One of the straps had 
a hollow spot on the running side, causing the stuff to collect. 
The edges became roughish and caused the web to stick to couch- 
er and wet presses. As I usually had remedied the fault by sim- 
ply turning the strap I found myself in trouble because the rem- 
edy would not work this time because the strap showed the same 
fault on both sides, the imperfect deckle was not combined in an 
even line. There being no other deckle in reserve I concluded 
to reduce the strap by cutting the bad spot out. Softening the 
two end sides with a red hot iron plate I succeeded in mending 
the strap in regular shape, and satisfactory work went on as 
usual. 

Suction Boxes on Paper Machines.—‘Trials with ordinary au- 
tomatic suction boxes and others operated with pneumatic pumps 
proved that both of the last suctions without air pumps were not 
drawing enough water, and even during a slow run the sheet 
would buckle on the wet press. Air pumps are indispensable for 
high speed and large production. With automatic suction the 
slightest irregularity on the wire may cause great trouble, 

Sticking to Presses (Suction).—‘The wire suddenly became 
uneven, the suction acted without regularity and the paper 
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buckled on the presses. Any regulation or adjustment proved 
entirely useless.. Then I placed the dandy between the two first 
suction boxes and the evil seemed to be overcome, with however, 
one remaining objection, the speed had to be reduced as the 
repetition of sticking might disturb the temporary good run, and 
so I concluded to apply a new wire before the next shift. By 
rubbing the uneven wire with a glass bottle I frequently suc- 
ceeded in removing the unevenness, This latter. is frequently 
caused by lumps of pulp sticking to the table and tension rolls. 
In most of similar cases the wire manufacturer is not to blame. 

Leakage in the Suction.—‘The old suction box was unusable, 
so I installed a new one, but that would not answer. I placed a 
handful of stuff into the sides of the vacuum space and the ar- 
rangement worked all right. Then it soon happened again that 
the box would not draw and made the paper stick again to the 
press, but this time the trouble was found elsewhere, namely, 
in the accumulation of slime in the outlet pipes. Again the suc- 
tion would constantly fail, all attempts to cure proved useless. 
At haphazard I screwed the box a trifle higher on one side and 
thus unwittingly performed the cure. 

Table Rolls Should Not Be Near to the Suction.—‘‘ ‘What's the 
matter with that here dead roll?’ asked my former boss. “That's 
the way all the rolls get spoiled, etc., etc.’ My reasoning with 
the enraged man would not avail, and I obediently raised the 
roll next to the suétion until it began to revolve. Result: An 
immediate interruption of the vacuum, failure of suction, sticking 
and tearing of the sheet; thus the machine retorted to the rebuke 
of the boss.”

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PROVING PRESENCE OF ROSIN SIZING. 


A New Method for Determining the Presence and Percentage 
of Rosin Sizing in Paper Has Been Discovered by a German 
Chemist—A Correct Method Indispensable to Chemists. 


(By Hans Rebs, in the Papier-Zeitung. ) 

The methods known for proving tne presence of rosin, espe- 
cially those for determining the percentage contents of rosin 
sizing in paper, are in no wise answering the demands as regards 
a showing of correct figures resulting from the proceeds of a 
reaction, 

To the paper chemist a reliable method for determining the 
amount of,rosin, that plays such an important part in many 
cases , is €mtirely indispensable. 

Rosin, turpentine rosin, consists of, technically, pure abietic 
acid, with quite an addition of anhydrout abietic acid, as yet 
unsufficiently known to chemists, which, however, is forned 
during distillation of turpentine by two combining molecules of 
abietic acid resulting in the anhydrous acid. 

Abietic acid is readily soluble in alcohol and in petroleum 
ether, but the anhydrous part dissolves under great difficulties. 
The determination of the quantity of turpentine rosin depends 
upon the extraction of the total amount of abietic acid. 

A method which I discovered affords the performance in an 
absolutely reiiable manner. For this purpose 10 grams of paper 
are well torn up, and treated on a hot-water bath in a solution 
of 25 ccm. of a 10 per cent. alcoholic sodium lye. The addition 
of a diluted mixture of chloric acid to the filtered liquid pro- 
duces a pure precipitate of abietic acid, the anhydrous part is 
also precipitated. The product is repeatedly washed with cold 
water and dried in a warm but not overheated place. 

The resulting dry matter does not yet show the exact quantity 
of rosin, as it may still contain some foreign matter like paper 
fibres, and the treatment must be continued in the following 
manner: by pouring about 50 ccm. of petroleum ether on the 
dried matter, thereby extracting the abietic acid on the water 
bath. Also this benzine solution after filtering does not yet 
prove to be absolutely pure. 

The exact quantity of rosin is only found after “precipitating 
the abietic acid with a small part of ammonia, whereby the ben- 
zine solution is changed into a stiff gelatinous body. This chem- 
ically pure abietic sour ammonia is again filtered and finally 
evaporated on the water bath, and the process is finished by 
freeing the ammonia over a small flame. The weight of the re- 
maining abietic acid proves the exact quantity of the rosin that 
has been applied for sizing the 40 grams of paper. 

Trials have shown that fractions of milligrams were observa- 
able. No other resinous acid dissolved in petroleum ether and 
precipitated with ammonia produces the same characteristic 
precipitation than the abietic acid.

George R. Ward, of New York, N. Y., has invented im- 
provements in pulp molding machines. U. S. patent No. 
827,128, assigned by mesne assignments to the Union Bag and 
Paper Company. 

The invention, as described by Mr. Ward, follows: 

“In the preferred embodiment of the invention shown in the 
drawings, Fig. 1 shows a side elevation, the pulp-vat being in 
section. Fig. 2 is a plan view, the upper cam-ring and one of 
the upper mold-faces having been omitted. Fig. 3 1s a central 
vertical section on line x x of Fig. 2, looking in the direction 
of the"arrows. Fig. 4 is an irregular, substantially horizontal 
section on lines y y of Fig: 3 and ¢c c of Fig. 6 Fig. 5 is a 
similar section on line z z of Fig. 3 and dd of Fig. 6. Fig. 6 
is a vertical section on lines a a of Figs. 2 and 5, with the

“In the preferred embodiment of my invention shown in the 
drawings I have provided a pulp-vat 1, within which the molds 
move; but I do not limit myself to this construction. I prefer 
to provide a plurality of molds which dip in succession into 
the pulp in this vat to receive a layer of pulp and are then 
raised out of the pulp in the vat and the mold-faces com- 
pressed together to form the article. 

“Nos. 2 3 are mold-faces, preferably perforated, as shown, 
which form one mold, and 4 5 are similar mold-faces forming 
another mold. I prefer to move these molds in a substantially 
horizontal plane, and in the present embodiment I have shown 
them as rotated around a fixed pivot-shaft 6, around which 
turns a shaft 7, which carries the molds. Shaft 7 has suitable 
driving mechanism, such as a bevel-gear 8, fixed to it and 
meshing with a second bevel-gear on driving-shaft 1o.

“It will be observed that when the parts are in the position 
shown in Figs. 1 and 2 the port 26 connects with pipe 20, 
Fig. 3, and suction is applied to lower face 2, and port 27 con- 
nects with pipe 21, supplying compressed air to upper face 3. 
At the same time port 28 connects with pipe 25 and com- 
pressed air is supplied to lower face 4, while port 29 connects 
with pipe 24, applying suction to upper face 5. (See Figs. 5 
and 6.) When the molds have been given a half-turn, into 
the position shown in Fig. 7, the arms have been slightly 
rocked, but not sufficiently to bring the hollowed arms out of 
register with the ports, as above. In this position, however, 
the ports connect with pipes acting in the opposite direction 
from before, and consequently suction is then applied to faces 
4 andég and air is blown through faces 5 and 2. The mecha- 
nism, therefore, automatically gives the required action. 

“As the mold 2 3 in Fig. 1 rises from the pulp in the vat 
the mold 4 5 starts to descend, and mold 2 3 then passes be- 
tween a compressing device, such as rollers 30 31, which com- 
press the mold-faces together. As the molds travel farther 
on the cam-ring 16 in this embodiment presses down the 
raised mold-face 5 and, closes the mold, at the same time open- 
ing the mold 2 3. As the parts reach the position shown in 
Fig. 7 the current of air-through each-mold-face (considered 
by itself) is obviously reserved from what it was when in the 
position shown in Figs. 1 and 6, because the ports 26, 27, 28 


and 29 then communicate with pipes which give a current in 
the opposite direction from that given by the pipes formerly 
communicating with said ports. 

“The holding of the lower face in substantially a horizontal 
position during such up-and-down movement in the pulp is an 
advantage, for the reason that the pulp is deposited evenly 
all over the face. If the lower: mold-face dipped down into 
the pulp in a vertical plane, one edge would be immersed in 
the pulp much longer than the other edge, and therefore a 
greater amount of pulp would be deposited on this edge which 
would be immersed the longer time, and the article would con- 
sequently be of irregular thickness. In my device, however, 
the holding of the lower face in a substantially horizontal posi- 
tion during its up-and-down movement in the pulp avoids this 
objection and causes the layer of pulp on the mold-face to be 
evenly distributed. It will be obvious that this result would 
occur even if the two faces forming the mold were not moved 
transversely of such up-and-down movement.”

General Business Outlook in Canada Excellent. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Toronto, Canada, August 6, 1906.—Reports from the wheat- 
growing prairie provinces show that a very good crop. is looked 
for, perhaps not much larger than last year but of better quality. 
The reports of rust appear to be exaggerated. In the eastern 
part of Canada where fruit and fodder crops play an important 
part conditions could hardly be better. Butter, cheese and bacon 
continue at good prices and trade in Canadian meats has been 
given a spurt by the American packing house revelations, During 
the fiscal year ended June 30, fof which the returns are just to 
hand, Canada’s foreign trade was $552,000,000, an increase of 
$82,000,000 over the previous fiscal year. This is the first time 
in history that Canada’s trade exceeded half a billion dollars. 
The imports were $290,000,000, an increase of $28,000,000, and 
the exports $245,000,000, an increase of $44,000,000. The in- 
crease was not confined to any one commodity, but was general. 
Exports of products of the forest increased by over five mil- 
lions. L. 


Opening Up New Territory for Pulp and Paper Mills. 


Bancor, August 7, 1906.—The extension of the Somerset 
Railroad through fifty miles of forest means much to Maine, 
as does the proposition to extend the Portland and Rumford 
Falls road from Lewiston to Portland: The railway in 
Somerset county goes through the timber territory in the 
State and opens up the way to hardwood as well as spruce. 
The road goes through territory never penetrated before by 
rails. It crosses the éast branch of the Kennebec river, where 
there are numerous sporting camps. 

The road will traverse Mayfield, Moscow and Moxie Town- 
ships and climb the eastern boundary of the Kennebec. Wil- 
liam T. Haines, of Waterville, is interested in the new enter- 
prise and in the lumber operations. The sawmill will go to 
the trees up in the forest as soon as the road is completed, 
The new road will traverse twenty townships of timber and 
pass close to 500 water privileges and will tap two Canadian 
railways, 

It is predicted that pulp and paper mills will be built in the 
forests thus opened. There is a fall of 93 feet at Moxie 
Stream.

An English consul, reporting on the 
trade and general condition of Peru for 
the year 1905, says: “The sulphur mines 
at Bayovar (Sechura district) continue 
to be developed.

A number of years 
ago representatives of English paper mills 
examined the forest with the view of put- 
ting in a pulp mill and using the wood 
in making paper pulp, but they gave it up 
on account of the lack of water in that 
locality.

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HEMP AND FLAX HALF-STUFF. 


A Chemical and Microscopical Analysis of the Two Fibres by 
Clayton Beadle and Mr. Stevens, of London, England. 


Two samples of pulp—submitted as hemp half-stuff and flax 
half-stuff—have lately been tested by Messrs. Clayton Beadle 
and Stevens, and the following report on the results obtained 
by the well-known chemists mentioned will no doubt interest 
papermakers: 

“The fibres of the flax pulp are strong, long, clean, and free 
from dirt and any metallic constituents likely to injure paper. 
The ash-is about that normally present in good bleached linen 
half-stuff. The fibres being long to start with, the pulp can be 
used either for strong bank checks, etc., by about two, hours’ 
beating with roll lightly down, or the pulp can be still fyrther 
reduced for ordinary purposes, such as for high-class writings, 
drawings, and hand-made papers. The pulp is not fully 
bleached; consequently, if the best color is required, a small 
amount of added bleach is necessary (less than one per cent.), 
which brings the color up in about half an hour. a 

“The flax pulp appears, from its general behavior, to have 
been prepared from new or very strong fibres. The pulp, in 
our opinion, is equal to half-stuff prepared from good, strong 
linen rags by careful hand picking, dusting, boiling, bleaching, 
washing, etc., such as may be produced by an admixture of 
SPFFF and SPFF, costing from £20 per ton. As such rag 
loses on an average about 20 per cent. to produce one ton of 
bleached half-stuff (dry weight), 114 tons of rags would be 
required, and if we add the cost of hand picking and cutting, 
dusting, boiling, bleaching and breaking in, the same could 
not be produced under from £30 to £34 per ton, to which we 
must add the large item for general expenses, under which 
heading we include rent, interest, carriage and charges, light- 
ing for heating and power, wages, coal, machinery, trade ex- 
penses and depreciation. The amount in respect of trade ex- 
penses chargeable for every ton of bleached linen half-stuff 
in a mill making high-class papers cannot be less than £5 per 
ton, dry weight, and in some mills exceeds this figure consid- 
erably. The total cost, therefore, of producing the best linen 
half-stuff for the production of high-class machine and hand- 
made rag papers may be taken as exceeding £35 per ton, dry 
weight, and reaching in some cases to £45, according to cir- 
cumstances. We regard the flax half-stuff as being equal in 
quality to such pulp. We would: recommend its use in rag 
mills for the best hand-made and machine-made papers wher- 
ever linen is used, either alone or in mixture with cotton. 
Alone it can be used for banks, bonds, drawing papers, bank 
notes; when mixed with cotton it can be used for writings, 
drawings, bonds, and for publishers’ edition de luxe. The 
power required to reduce the half-stuff to beaten stuff is slight 
as compared with that of turning rags into beaten stuff. From 
the fact that the pulp is not fully bleached, we consider it is 
less liable to undergo deterioration, which would be the case 
if overbleached and stored in such a condition. 

“The hemp half-stuff is long, uniformly clean and strong, 
and requires about the same amount of additional bleaching 
and beating to bring it to the condition of finished stuff as the 
flax half-stuff does. It is very free from metallic impurities. 
We regard this pulp as being equal in value to thet produced 
from W. manila rope, by careful selection, boiling, bleaching 
and beating. Such rope yields about two-thirds of pure 
bleached stuff, cons4quently it would be necessary to take 1% 
tons of such rope at £14 to £15 per ton to produce 1 ton of 
bleached stuff. The consumption of alkali would be from two 
to three times as much as that necessary in the case of the 
linen, and the bleaching powder consumption would be also 





greater, so that although the first price per ton of the raw 
material in that of the hemp is much less than that of the flax, 
bleached hemp half-stuff equal to your sample would only 
cost about £3 to £5 per ton less than the bleached linen; that 
is to say from £33 to £36 per ton, inclusive of all charges. 
The value of bleached hemp stuff prepared for the best classes 
of paper is not so well understood in this country as on the 
continent. Such fibre is serviceable in the manufacture of 
bank notes and for admixture with cotton and linen rags, and 
in certain classes of printing papers which fetch a high price 
and which are largely imported from the continent of Europe 
into this country. For such purposes we consider your pulp 
eminently suitable. Bleached hemp, as is well known, when 
beaten can be made to split up into smaller fibres, and impart 
a peculiar characteristic to the felting qualities and surface of 
the paper, not to be got from linen and cotton and such fibres. 

“In addition to the use of the flax and hemp bleached half- 
stuff by rag mills, we considered that they might have ex- 
tensive use in those mills not equipped for the boiling and 
treating of rags, but at the same time desirous of making rag 
papers, which they would be in a position to do if they pur- 
chased half-stuff already prepared. Moreover, the addition of 
such fibres as flax and hemp with chemical pulp and esparto, 
even when used in small proportions, are known to give benefi- 
cial qualities to such papers. We consider that a market 
might be found for these half-stuff pulps in those last-men- 
tioned directions as well as in the aforementioned. 

“The hemp was beaten for 2% hours with roll fairly hard 
down. The flax was beaten for 3% hours with roll lightly 
down. Both pulps had a greasy feel in the beater, like that 
usually noticed with strong stuff, and the flax had a tendency 
to work wet on the machine. Numerous tests were made of the 
strength and stretch of ‘water leaf’ and sized papers, and the 
same compared respectively with manila and linen papers now 
on the market. The hemp paper (thickness 1 mm.) increased 
in strength from 188 per inch of width in the ‘water leaf’ to 
27.1 pounds on sizing with 3 per cent. gelatine. The flax paper 
increases in a similar manner. 

“Of the two, the hemp seems to have yielded the stronger 
paper, although this, no doubt, would depend largely upon the 
manner of beating.” 


Production of Wood Flour in Norway Increasing. 
: [FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Orrawa, Canada, August 6, 1906.—Reporting to the trade and 
commerce department upon the trade of Norway, C. E. Sontum, 
the Canadian agent at Christiania states that an industry of in- 
creasing importance in that country is the production of wood 
flour, which last year reached the quantity of 5,292,980 pounds 
valued at $1.20 per 220% pounds. “The principal part of this,” 
he says, “has been exported to Germany and England, where it is 
used by the oilcloth factories, partly also by dynamite factories. 
The wood flour is, as a rule, shipped in sacks of 220% pounds 
each. There have been built in Norway recently several mills for 
the production of wood flour, but many of them have been burnt 
down, very likely by self-ignition, so that particular care is re- 
quired in the manufacturing of this article.” kL.

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CLAMPING STONE COUCH ROLLS. 





The Object of a New Invention Is to Hold the Rolls on Their 
Axles Without Breaking or Cracking the Stones. 


Gustave Renker, of Diiren, Rheinland, Germany, has in- 
vented improvements in clamps for fastening stone couch 
rolls and wet press rolls for paper machines on their axles. 
United States Patent No. 827,304. 

Stone or earthenware couch rolls and wet press rolls for 
paper machines have previously been fastened on their axles 
by means of metal ends having the same diameter as the rolls. 
These metal ends were joined to the front ends of the stone 
cylinders by means of a ring which, having been heated, was 
contracted or shrunk onto the cylinder, and the metal ends 
were firmly fixed to the axle. One of the great objections to

this method of fastening is the disadvantage that the stone is 
heated, so that a breaking off of parts of the stone end at the 
surface of the inner edge of the ring easily takes place, or 
otherwise cracks may be caused. Another objection to such a 
method of fastening is that the cylinder cannot be dismounted 
without injury to the stone, 

One of the important objects of the new invention is, there- 
fore, a clamp to hold the rolls in such a way that they are 
securely mounted on their axles without being broken or 


cracked. Another object is that the rolls may be so held that - 


they may be easily dismounted without injury to the stone. 

The accompanying drawings illustrate a clamp for fastening 
the rolls embodying the invention. 

Fig. 1 is a vertical section through the clamp. Fig. 2 is an 
elevation. 

Two crosses ¢, of cast iron, cast steel or the like, which are 
of the same pattern, are keyed onto the shaft b, Figs 1. and 2, 
and enclose or lock the stone a between them. A claw d is 
fastened onto each of the four arms of the cross ¢c, which fit 
into corresponding notches or grooves in the stone a. The 
stone is securely heki between the four claws, and the cylinder 
can easily be dismounted when required. The security of the 
fastening may be further increased by employing a layer e, of 
lead, copper and the like, under the claws d. The carrier ¢ for 


the claws d may be also formed as a disk with cuts in it for 
the reception of the claws d instead of as a cross. A cap f, of 
brass or the like, may be placed on the cylinder end after the 
claws have been fixed in the carrier by screws or otherwise. 


BAMBOO PAPER STUFF. 


According to Tests Made the Fibre Produced by This Wood Is 
Not Remarkably Superior to That Derived from Straw. 





The Papier Zeitung has a report from the testing bureau of 
Cremer and Neven, in Reuschenberg, Germany, concerning a 
sample of bamboo pulp made in their half-stuff mill. 

The raw material, bamboo sticks, of 10 to 20 Cm. outside di- 
ameter, and 10 to 20 Mm. wall size, were cut into pieces 10 Cm. 
long, split and boiled, with 15 per cent. of soda lye, eight hours 
under eight atmospheres of high pressure. The light brown, 
unbleached half-stuff is somewhat tougher and of longer fibre 
than straw stuff, which it also resembles, in regard to bleaching 
capacity. The stuff does not show any peculiar qualities, and 
should not be estimated higher in value than our straw stuff, 
which, according to microscopical pictures, is closely related to 
the bamboo. Straw stuff is less expensive than bamboo stuff 
produced in Europe. 

Paper stuff has also been made in their mill from Indian rice 
straw, of which, however, there were no samples left. By com- ‘ 
parison this stuff also proved but a slight difference. While the 
value of the same could not be estimated higher than that of 
straw, the cost of its production in Europe is also higher. 

The possibility of finding many fibres in the tropical flora that 
possess excellent features has repeatedly been proven by investi- 
gations of the Dutch Colonial Museum in Haarlem, but the diffi- 
culty of their economical application begins with the gathering 
of the stock and its importation. 

The planting of foreign fibre grass as a rule proves impracti- 
cable. The working of the waste material of rice or sugar cane 
is opposed by difficulties as described by Mr. Sindall. The la- 
boring capacity of Europeans is materially affected by climatic 
conditions, and it is quite questionable whether the working 
capacity of native laborers will bear satisfactory financial results, 
especially when we remember that the intelligent mind of the 
worker in cultured countries is sufficiently taxed in order to pro- 
duce a marketable article. 


Reports on the Pulp Market from Norway and Sweden. 


Norway.—Rumors concerning a weakening of the 
Norwegian raw stuff market must be contradicted by stat- 
ing an upward tendency. * Offers of Kr. 70 per ton for ground 
wood have been declined. Cellstuff remains firm. 

Swepen.—All the mills are busy. Various mills have to 
ask from 6 to 8 months for delivery. Kraft and ceilstuff 
papers are firm. Brown ground wood papers have declined, 
in London. News paper expects an advance. The London 
market is unsound owing to underselling competition. Sul- 
phite is short, ground wood unstable, price of dry p. 100 Kg. 
m. 6.75 to 6.08 f. 0. b. 





An important newspaper deal was perfected during the 
past week whereby the Dayton, O., Journal, the only morn- 
ing newspaper in a town of 125,000 population, was purchased 
by J. C. Shaffer, who five years ago bought the Chicago Even- 
ing Post. 

The Piqua Call, of Picqua, O., has been sold to A. M. Orr, 
son of General. W, P. Orr, paper and _ felt manu- 
facturer. The appraised price exceeded $31,000. M. V.

PAPER.—Despite the smallness of the present demand there 
is nevertheless an optimistic feeling among the members on 
paper trade and they advance the statement that business will 
be above the standard this fall. As the dull period will prac- 
tically be at an end in a few weeks the outlook is somewhat 
more encouraging and after September 1 a stiffening of prices 
is expected all along the line. News should be showing some 
improvement shortly by a considerable increase in the con- 
sumption to carry the fall advertising,’ but consumers show 
some hesitancy in placing orders as yet. Writings, Bonds and 
Ledgers are moving slowly, but no beneficial change is ex- 
pected until busienss generally resumes its usual activity. 
Book papers while still pretty weak should improve gradually 
in harmony with the other grades. Manila and Fiber papers 
have unusually bright prospects as the approaching meeting of 
the manila and fiber men about the middle of the month has 
every assurance of being a success. All the other grades which 
are at present in bad condition are expected to improve as 
the season advances. The fact that consumers are placing 
some advance orders for fall delivery is positive proof that 
they anticipate an upward movement of prices before long. 
The Mills are improving and this will continue as the fall 
season approaches. In all branches of the distributing trade 
there is very little doing as it is rather early for a resumption 
of business with the dealers. We quote:
